HTEN someone says: 
W “I'm as good as he 
ia.” or “This is a 
free country, isn’t it?” he is 
doing no more than state 
the’ centuries-old principles 


of the Common Law. 


He is doing the same 
when he says: “Give us a 
fair hearing, won't you?"; 
“An Englishman’s home is 
his castle”; “1 ask you, is it 
reasonable?” ; or “Don’t Iny 
your hands on me.” 


The Common Law is such 
a part of our everyday life 
that you hear it unconscious- 
ly expounded in pubs and 
on street corners every day 
of the week. : 


There «re two great 
systems of law in the Wes- 
tern World. England, Wales, 
Ireland, most of the Empire 
and the Dominions (except 
Quebee in Canada), and the 
United States (except Loui- 
giana) follow’ the tradition 
of the Common Law, 


Most of the rest, with the 
notable exception of Scan- 
dinavia, have founded their 
rule on laws of Ancient 
Rome. Scotland has a little 
of euch. . 

The difference between 
tlie two systems accounts 
for some of the most 
puzzling facts about 
foreigners, : 

The Romans -had slaves, 
and their emperors claimed

In the days of the 
Normans, when the populatlon 
of England was about two 
milllons, ond there were no 
motor-cnrs, It was reasonable to 
turn your cattle out to graze on 
the rondway.
